The amendment and response filed on 1 1/12/04 has been entered. Claims 21, 
22 have been canceled. Claims 11, 16, 32 have been amended. Claims 1-7, 10, 11, 16- 
20, 23-32 are pending and under current examination. 

All of the amendments have been thoroughly reviewed and entered. The 
previous rejections in the Office action mailed 9/9/04 are withdrawn in view of the 
amendments.
